WASHINGTON. 


F a congressional committee ever digs deep enough into the 
China lobby, it will find an amazing, almost unbelievable, propa- 
ganda network aimed at influencing our foreign policy. If the 
British Embassy ever operated such a network, the Chicago Tribune 
and other isolationists would scream to high heaven and the British 


Ambassador would be recalled. 

However, the China lobby has 
been getting away with it for 
years. It has been bald-faced and 
brazen in its moves to contribute 
to certain Senators’ campaigns, to 
hire powerful figures in the Dem- 
ocratic party, and to place slanted 
news articles with the press. 

Chiang’s Brothers-in-Law 

Heart and nerve center of the 
China lobby is the Bank of China 
in New York City. Its master- 
mind is the brother-in-law of 
Chiang Kai-shek, Dr. H. H. Kung, 
one of the wealthiest men in the 
world, who lives in Riverdale, 
N. v., and drives to his office at 
the Bank of China two or three 
times a week. 

Another brother-in-law of the 
generalissimo is T. V. Soong, who 
has just acquired a palatial home 
on Long Island. Few Americans 
could afford such an estate. 

Neither of the two brothers-in- 
law has lived in China except for 
intermittent visits for about seven 
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paign contribution from Alfred 
Kohlberg of New York, the front 
man for the China lobby and a 
friend of Dr. Kung. 


It is significant that Senator 
Bridges not. only has voted and 
made speeches in favor of China 
lobby policies, but extended one 
of the greatest possible favors to 
the Kung-Soong dynasty.

Nor are we likely to have the chance to 
impose our own ideas through the power of 
the purse. Syria has just rejected an offer of 
Point Four technical assistance for fear of 
American “dictation.” To be fully effective, 
American aid must be de-nationalized by being 
channeled through the United Nations. 

Is this an impossible prescription? Can a 
nation help build up other nations which do 
not bow to its own influence? Can a capitalist 
society freely support non-capitalist societies? 
Certainly such behavior would be unorthodox. 
On the other hand, American capitalism has 
proved itself flexible enough to meet many 
urgent situations in ways not set down in the 
rule-book. A truly great departure from ortho- 
doxy is necessary if the underdeveloped areas 
of the world are to progress so rapidly with 
freedom that they will avoid the temptation to 
dispense with freedom.

Basis of Expressionism.

His sense of life’s oppressive 
tragedy, like the conviction of the 
novelists Thomas Hardy and Au- 
gust Strindberg, becomes pierc- 
ingly eloquent in the famous 
“Cry.” both a painting (1893) and 
a print. Illusion of space emerges 
from exaggerated diagonals; re- 
peated curves sweeping through 
the sky suggest ululant sound as 
successfully as it has ever been 


cohveyed in graphic art. 


Other technical achievements 
of a surprising order of excel- 
lence inc.ude draftsmanship in 
all the prints, chromatic appeal 
in Gauguin-like color woodcuts 
and gayety of the impressionist 
“Spring Day on the Karl Johan.”

REPORTED BY ARMOUR 


$2,747,146 Net Income in 
Second Quarter—Profit on 


Non-Food Items. 


CHICAGO, June 18 (AP)—Ar- 
mour & Co. today reported net 
income of $2,747,146 in the three 
months ended April 28, the second 
quarter of the company’s fiscal 
year. In the like 1950 months net 
income totaled $3,813,371. 

F. W. Specht, president, in a 
letter to stockholders, said, “Beef 
operations alone showed a loss in 
the second quarter of approxi- 
mately $5,000,000 before taxes.” 

The report disclosed that Ar- 
mour’s income was derived entire- 
ly from non-food lines. On food 
operations it had a loss of $1,060,- 
337 for the three months, but this 
made up by a profit of $3,807,483 
on non-food operations. 

Discussing ceiling regulations, 
Specht told stockholders, theo- 
retically, the Government regula- 
tions give a slaughterer a small 
margin of profit in his beef oper- 
ations, provided he buys in com- 
pliance and sells at ceiling prices. 
It is only possible to realize this 
margin, however when the slaugh- 
terer can operate at or near nor- 
mal volume. Otherwise, fixed 
overhead charges overcome the 
theoretical margin and throw the 
operation into a loss.“ 

“Since we have not been able 
to approach normal volume since 
June 4, our beef operations are 
now being conducted at a substan- 
tial loss,“ Specht added.

Molasses Nut Spice Cake 


Ingredients: One-half cup short- 
ening, one-half cup sugar, two 
eggs, one-half cup molasses, two 
cups ‘sifted enriched all-purpose 
flour, one teaspoon baking soda, 
one teaspoon cinnamon, one-half 
teaspoon nutmeg, three-fourths 
teaspoon salt, two-thirds cup milk, 
one-half cup finely chopped wal- 
nuts. 

Method: Cream shortening and 
sugar. Add eggs, one at a time, 
beating well after each addition. 
Beat in molasses. Sift together 
flour, baking soda, cinnamon, 
nutmeg and salt. Add to creamed 
mixture alternately with milk. 
Fold in walnuts. Pour batter into 
two well-greased eight-inch pans. 
Bake in moderate (350F.) oven 25 
minutes or until done. Place pans 
on cake racks and cool five min- 
utes. Remove from cake racks, 
Fill and frost as desired.

On Floor Coverings. 


EW people ever sit down and 
read the Congressional Rec- 
ord. Even fewer read the 
specifications that accompany just 
about every building product put 
out. It’s too bad because if more 
people read. these little sheets, 
fewer people would have troubles, 
_ For example, take the specifica- 
tion sheets for floor linoleum, 
asphalt tile, plastic tile, cork and 
whatnot. .These all state in big 
clear type that the floor covering 
should be attached to only dry, 
smooth, clean double thickness 
wood floorings or a recommended 
substitute, 


If you don’t have a double 
thickness of flooring, you should 
cover the single layer with five- 
ply %-inch plywood or pressed 
wood. And these should be at- 
tached — rosin- coated or ce- 
ment-coa nails aced every 
six inches. * 

A composition floor covering 
should never be cemented down 
over an old covering because if 
the old covering starts working 
loose it means that the new one 
is just about ruined.

Facts on Turtles 
De By RAMON COFFMAN 


ORE than 200 species of tur- 

tles exist in the world, and 

here are a few general state- 
ments about them: 

Most turtles have hard shells. 

Turtles are without ribs. Other 
= including lizards, have 
Tids. 

Instead of moving ribs when 
they breathe, turtles move certain 
parts of their mouths and ts. 

No modern turtle has true 
teeth, but there is a horny beak 
which takes the place of teeth. 
The beaks of most turtles have 
cutting edges. 


Female turtles are less noisy 
than the males. Most of them can 
utter nothing except a hissing 
sound, The males, on the other 
hand, cry out. The cry of a male 
turtle may be only a small piping, 
but the big ones can bellow. 

Going back to the first of those 
general rules, let us take note of 
certain exceptions to the hard 
shells. 

There are, for example, turtles 
in North America which are 
called “soft-shelled.” Their shells 
are tough, but they are leathery 
and will bend. ° 

Soft-shelled turtles are found 
in various rivers, including the 
Ohio and the Mississippi. . Their 
coverings may be 15 or 16 inches 
long, and about a foot wide. A 
large member of the group may 
weigh from 25 to 40 pounds. 

These turtles are flesh-eating, 
and have been cal “fierce.” 
They eat small fish, also lizards, 
frogs and so on. In a Florida riv- 
er, they may pursue and capture 
little alligators. Big alligators are
